The men assembled 
at the barns of the comp anies at Forty-third j 
street in orderly group s, p rep ared to m arch to 
their hall on West Fifty-second street, where j 
they will remain during the day. There is not 
the least excitement. 
At 4 :4 5 there were only fifteen men about 
the dep ot. 
They all belonged to the night 
force, for the men simp lified m atters by no^t “i' 
rep orting for duty. 
President Lam b, of the ° 
Fifth avenue road, was notified at once, but 
decided not to do anything until he called the 
directors together during the day, when it will 
be decided whether it be worth while to make 
an effort to rein the cars. 
A few p olice were 
sent over from the F ifty-ninth street station, 
but their services are not needed for every­ 
thing is quiet. 
The p olice insp ector says 
this m orning he exp ects to-day will be like 
the second day of the draft riots. 
It is said 
at p olice headquarters that the p residents of 
the car comp anies are holding a general 
m eeting this m orning and it was the op inion 
that they will advise Mr. R ichardson and the 
directors of the Dry D ock,East Broadway and 
Battery railroad comp anies to accede to the 
dem ands of the men. 
The local committee, it is said, will not 
order the “tie up ” loosened until they hear 
that the dem ands of the men on R ichardson’s 
Brooklyn roads have also been granted. 
At 4 :3 0 a. m. cars in Brooklyn were all 
running on schedule time excep t the A tlan­ 
tic avenue line, which went out W ednesday. 
7 a. m .—Under the existing city ordi­ 
nance, no man can drive a street car in this 
city without a license. 
The num ber of these 
licenses is limited, and the organization of 
drivers is thus comp lete. 
The various com ­ 
p anies will be comp elled to run at least one 
car a day over their lines or forfeit their char­ 
ters. 
If an attem p t be

A criminal lawyer who has p racticed in the 
courts of Jackson county for many years to­ 
day stated to a 
S t ab rep ortar that fewer 
criminals would escap e justice if 
more wit­ 
nesses were p rosecuted for com mitting p er­ 
jury. It has been noted that it almost every 
criminal case where a reversal has been ob­ 
tained by an ap p eal to the fup rem e court 
"new and im p ortant” witnesses tor the de­ 
fendant have been discovered, ¡and their testi­ 
mony has often been of sufficient weight to 
make acquittal absolutely 
<ertain.

and few juries will convict a p risoner where 
new -found evidence, however im p robable, is 
given in his behalf.
